That knowledge and not chance decides 
the winners at the Varnum Lincoln spelling 
matches, is conclusively proved by the fact 
that the names of the same boys and girls 
appear on the list of prizes winner year after 

ear. This year’s contest held in the Town 

| last Friday evening was no exception to 
the rule, Annetta Anderson, Elmer Grover, 
and E izabeth Perry all having won prizes 
for a series of years. 

The method of conducting the match is 
now well systematized and the contest was 
closed and the prizes awarded soon after 
half past nine. Principal Nathan C. Hamb- 
lin gave out the words, Arthur W. Leonard 
acted as judge, and chairman Roy H. Brad- 
ford of the School Board read the rules and 
awarded the prizes. 

The Alfred Lincoln prizes for 
pupils, first prize $2; second prize 
were awarded as follows: 

Grade 5—Ist, Margaret Purcell, John 
Dove School; 2nd, Geraldine Nelson, Rich- 
ardson School. 

Grade 6—Ist, Elizabeth Perry, 
Dove; 2nd, John Moore, John Dove. 

Grade 7-—Ist, Estelle Dumont, Bradlee 
School; 2nd, Roy Marland, Bradlee. 

Grade 8—Ist, Elmer Grover, 
2nd, Annetta Anderson, Stowe. 

The Varnum Lincoln prizes of $10, $6, 
and $4, were won by Annetta Anderson, 
ri Elizabeth Perry, second; Elmer Grover, 
third. 

The close of the contest in the fifth grade 
was quite exciting. The ranks having been 
thinned by the difficulties of spelling “ bril- 
liant”, “remnant,” and “velocity,” four 
went down on “ambitious” leaving only 
Margaret Purcell and Geraldine Nelson. 
Both failed on “ valise,” “fiery,” “shepherd,” 
and “leopard.” Geraldine failed on ‘‘lat- 
tice’? which Margaret spelled correctly, 
winning for her the first award. 

Ten boys and fourteen girls competed 
from the sixth grade. It was interesting to 
note that the spelling of “chauffeur” is 
taught in every grade and usually spelled 
correctly. One sixth grade pupil, however, 
had the misfortune to miss on it. ‘‘ Mica”’ 
presented unusual difficulties, the spellers 
guessing variously, “micer,” “miker,’’ “mi 
car,” and “micur” before it was correctly 
spelled. ‘“Ninetieth”, ‘‘embarrass,’”’ and 
“fortieth” were too difficult for the last two 
left standing. John Moore failed on ‘‘in- 
trench” which Elizabeth Perry spelled 
correctly. 

Only seven boys entered the seventh 
grade contest as compared with nineteen 
girls, but one of them, Roy Marland of 
Ballardvale, was winner of the second prize, 
failing on ‘‘caterpillar’” as the deciding 
word. 

Much amusement was created by an 
eighth grade pupil, who guilelessly altered 
the pronunciation of “apparatus” as given 
out by Mr. Hamblin. Two boys failed on the 
spelling of “millinery”; and “corchus”, and 
“reteric”’ were the original guesses of two of 
the spellers. ‘‘Cotyledon” was the word 
which awarded the prize to Elmer Grover.

in 1873, which is entitled, “Historical 
rte of the Memorial Hall, Andover, 
ass,”’ \ 


In this sketch, two brief paragraphs con- 
tained so much that it seemed impossible to 
take from them, without giving the whole, 
anything that would be of real value to you, 
so I am going toread those passages, ifI may, 
rather hurriedly, in order to recall to your 
minds, in case you are not familiar with the 
significant events of the establishment of 
the library,.just what happened and how 
this came about: 

“In the month of July, A.D. 1870, a 
venerable but young-hearted gentleman, a 
citizen of Andover, as he walked among the 
grand old buildings and galleries of art in 
historic Dresden, bethought him of the land 
of his adoption and of his own town. As he 
himself has told us, his heart yearned over it. 
He thought of the blood of its citizens so 
freely poured out for the love of country, as 
yet uncommemorated by monument or 
{tablet. He thought of the hard-working 
| prople, who, while able to secure the com- 
orts of life, were yet but scantily supplied 
with the means of mental improvement. He 
had seen in almost every European city, 
monuments of deeds nobly done and wacky 
remembered. Here in Dresden he found a 
public library of three hundred thousand 
volumes; and he had himself mingled with 
the throng which wandered freely through 
corridors where they stood face to face with 
the works of the greatest masters. He was no 
novice in the work of initiating great enter- 
prises. What might have passed from the 
mind of another in an effervescence of good 
wishes, grew in his mind into a plan. An- 
dover should no longer be without a soldiers 
memorial and a free library. He therefore 
on the 2d of July, 1870, writes thus to his 
son, Mr. Joseph W. Smith, 

“*T have a subject on my mind to commu- 
nicate to you at this tinfe. You mention in 
your last letter received here that there was 
nothing yet done with the lots up town 
where the buildings were burned. I have 
thought the corner lot where Joseph Abbott’s 
shop stood, would be a fine place for a 
memorial hall to be built upon, to commemo- 
rate and keep in remembrance the names of 
those who gave their lives in defending our 
National flag, and saving my adopted 
country to God and liberty. I want to make 
a proposal, or rather a pledge, to give 
twenty-five thousand dollars, upon con- 
ditions, a like sum to be subscribed by 
others, which will make in all $50,000; 
the building with the land, to cost not over 
$13,000; and $20,000 to be invested, the 
interest only to be spent in taking care of the 
library, if there should be one, and a reading 
room.***** Jt appears to me, if the people 
of Andover would take this matter in hand, 
and all give according to their ability, the 
thing might very soon be done. I stand 
pledged for six months from date, if the 
conditions are complied with, to pay over the 
amount. If not complied with, then this 
pledge to be null and void.’”

“This letter was laid before the Town on 
the first day of August; Mr. Peter Smith and 
Mr. John Dove, the business partners of the 


originator of the scheme, furthered the { 


enterprise by sending the following note, to 
be read with his: 

“ “Andover, August 1, 1870 

“We, the subscribers, agree and pledge 


ourselves to add ten thousand dollars to the

sum pledged to the town of Andover by our 
partner in business, Mr. John Smith, now 
in Europe, on the same conditions as sub- 
mitted by him to the town, for the erection 
of a Memorial Hall, (making the whole sum 
thus pledged thirty-five thousand dollars), 
provided the town will purchase a lot of land 
on the corner of Main and Essex Streets, 
owned by Herman Abbott, where the build- 
ings were recently destroyed by fire.

Then follows the action of the town on 
these letters; first, a vote of thanks to these

1876, 1812, 1861, and 1871. These senti- 
ments were inscribed on the two sides of the 
American flag, which appears at the bottom: 
“Diduse intelligence among the le for 
ourselves and for our posterity.” e re- 
ceipts were printed in red, white and blue, 
as you will note. One can well imagine the 
value that must attach to one of those re- 
ceipts, to those who are fortunate enough to 
hold them at the present day. 

The library was definitely founded in 1871. 
The cornerstone was laid in September of 
1871, and the building formally dedicated 
fifty years ago this coming Memorial Day, 
May 30, 1873. 

I will give but briefly just a view of the 
significant dates in the library’s history 
during this half-century of its existence. 

The first trustees were elected at the 


The branch libra: 
started in 1913. In the ten years since that 
time the Ballardvale branch has circulated 
67,739 books. 

In 1914, four traveling libraries of twenty- 
five volumes each, were purch and sent 
to the outlying schools of the town. In that 


year Mr. Holt resigned his position 
with the li , where he had served since 
its inception, first as librarian and later as 
caretaker, 


In 1917 the custom was begun of giving 
a series of talks to the highschool Sopho- 
mores on the use of reference books. ere 
again we have an example of the increased 
value of the library to the public. 

It may interest you to know that we have 
in operation at ‘Phillips Academy a require- 
ment demanding that every member of the

Public meetings followed and recommenda- 
tions of the committee were accepted. Then 
further pledges were secured from_ these 
same gentlemen, not through any solicitation 
but through their own voluntary actions. 
When Mr. John Smith returned to this 
country, he followed up his original donation 
with a still further one of $5000 and still 
later-with another one of $3000. 


Mr. Byers also added his generous con- 
tribution to this amount. The necessary 
land was secured, the plans of the architect 
were accepted, and the building, with all the 
funds that were needed, was started 


In addition to the funds pledged by these 
most generous benefactors, in the minds of 
whom the plans originated, subscriptions 
were secured all through the town, varying 
in amounts from ten cents to $500. The 
committee, in order to impress those who 
gave with the significance of their gift, pre- 
pared a very appropriate receipt form on 
which the names of those who gave were 
written, and one of these was given to each 
subscriber. In the four corners are the four 
significant dates in our country’s history,—

annual town meeting of March 4, 1872. I 
have given you the nares of some of them. 
They were Henry Boynton, E. Kendall 
Jenkins, Rev. James H. Merrill, David

first meeting on March 30, 1872, when! 


Hon. E. R. Hoar was invited to deliver the 
address at the dedication of the building. As 
he was unable to come, his place was filled 
by the selection of Rev. Phillips Brooks, 
whose memorial address at that time we 
still preserve in printed form. 

The library had a smooth and prosperous 
history through its early years. It will be 
noted that the Circulation in the first year, 
1873, amounted to 11,326 volumes. The

largest circulation was recorded in 1821, 
51,113 volumes 

In 1907, with the coming of Miss Edna A. 
Brown, the present librarian, severa! import- 
ant changes were made, which have done 
much to increase the value of the library to 
the public at large, changes which are largely 
in operation now in mest of our public 
libraries. The partitions ‘separating the 
reading room from the book shelves were 
removed, and visitors were allowed access to 
the books. I think any of us who look back 
to our youthful days when we gazed into the 
corridor leading t» the hidden recesses of the 
library, where w: hardly dared to go, will 
appreciate someth'nz of what this change has

meant. The ready access to the books by 
those who love to study them and who often 


are inspired by their mere examination to 
make use of them, has wrought a tremendous 
change in the value of our libraries every- 


where. 


In the same year, 1907, by the generous 
kindness of Mr. Joseph W. Smith, the library 
interior was repainted, the woodwork re- 
finished, a new system of heating installed, a 
floor covering laid, and old, worn furniture 
replaced by modern chairs and tables. A 
story hour twice a week was introduced 
for the younger children, and this has proved

These are some of the salient facts in the 
library of past years’ history. There are 
some things that are suggested to one who 
makes a study of the library conditions 
today. There are some things we would like 
to say by way of appreciation of the founders 
and of their families, who have down through 
the passing years continued that splendid 
helpful and constructive influence in the best 
things of the town, and in whose presence, 
loyalty and generosity the town is so uniquely 
fortunate. 

The fact should be borne in mind that the 
library today, with largely increasing popu- 
lation and with the increased understanding 
of its uses and values, is becoming more and 
more a cramped proposition. We cannot do 
full justice under present conditions to meet 


the exigencies of the case and the demand for 
the years ahead is going to be even more 
pressing than at the present time. The 
library is first to serve the town and the com- 
munity. Itis yours. You are its supporters; 
you are the ones who benefit fromfit, and we 
are simply your servants in trying to make it 
as valuable in the community life as it can 
possibly be. The art gallery today is almost 
inaccessible; the walls are already over- 
crowded; the difficulty in reaching it deters 
many from going there. The very suggestion 
that possibly some of the societies in our 
town, like the Historical Society, and others, 
might unite with the Library Trustees and 
those who wish to perpetuate the memorial 
spirit and ideals of the place, in working out 
lans in the future for something larger and 
tter adapted to our needs, is one which I 
think we can all well afford to keep in our 
minds with that broad outlook for the future 
which bespeaks the best prosperity of our 
community.

The Garbage Question 


It is peculiar to note with what 
rapidity important matters come to a 
head, after receiving little or no atten- 
tion from the public over a period of 
years. The question of the adequate 
disposal of the garbage of the town, 
while it has been occupying the atten- 
tion of the Board of Health for some 
time, has received no consideration 
from the town as a whole until very 
recently, despite the fact that the 
Board has made repeated efforts to 
bring the matter before the town and 
bring about some definite action. As a 
matter of fact, the problem is by no 
means a local one. Towns and cities 
all over the state are beginning to 
realize the seriousness of the situation, 
which presents added difficulties for its 
solution because it is an entirely new 
one. The board is planning to present 
an article at the coming special town 
meeting, which in itself will not call for 
definite action, but they plan to prepare 
several suggestions with estimated costs 
which they will present to the town 
with the hope that some definite action 
may be taken on one of the plans. 

In the meantime, Dr. Abbot has 
written a brief outline of the situation as 
it exists today which the Townsman 
publishes with the hope that the facts 
as presented may assist Andover citi- 
zens in lending clear-sighted cooperation 
to the efforts of the board in finding a 
solution to the problem. 


“The collection and disposal of gar- 
bage has been a topic of much thought 
and study by the Board of Health for 
several years, and many letters have 
been sent out by the agent, and an- 
swers received from cities and towns as 
to methods, and the financial problems 
encountered. We have been unable to 
secure reliable information for a feasi- 
ble plan which would meet with the 
approval of the Board without a very 
considerable expense. The collection of 
garbage by various people who formerly 
owned hogs in sufficient numbers to 
make it profitable has fallen off to such 
an extent that this method is not a 
consideration. 

“This is due ina great measure to the 
ravages of hog cholera — comparatively 
few hogs are now kept, and within the 
confines of Andover, there are at this 
time no larger hog farms which are 
available for garbage disposal. Two 
plans however seem worthy of deliber- 
ation. The collection under the super- 
vision of the Board of Public Works by 
teams owned and cared for by the 
town, storage in some suitable place, 
and sell in quantity to some out-of- 
town party. A second plan would be 
the erection of an incenerator which 
would need the same equipment for 
collection and the extra expense of 
maintanance during the winter months, 


Date Set for Special Town Meeting 


The final steps necessary for carrying 
through the building of the Shawsheen 
schoolhouse will be taken at a special town 
meeting to be held on Tuesday evening: 
June 12, at 8 o’clock. An appropriation o f 
$230,000 is asked for, and a committee will 


be appointed to let contracts, approve bills 
and purchase the furnishings. At the 
March meeting, the town authorized the 
school committee to petition the General 
Court for authority to borrow the above 
mentioned sum by bond issue or otherwise, 
and the petition has been granted. 

Article three deals with the acquiring of a 
lot of land containing 4,000 feet, situated on 
Magnolia avenue, and necessary for the 
completion of the schoolhouse lot. The 
article calls for taking the land by eminent 
domain, with an appropriation of $750. 
This sum is considered a generous com- 
pensation to the owner, being a price equal, 
if not greater, than has been paid for other 
land in the same vicinity. The owner, J. 
N. McCarthy of Lawrence, when approached 
by representatives of the Town, named 
$1,000 as his selling price, which was con- 
sidered by them exorbitant. 

The reconstruction of Haverhill street, 
calls for an appropriation of $9,000, and a 
newcunit at the pumping station for $4,500. 
For months the condition of Haverhill 
street has made it almost impassable, and it is 
considered that the time is now ripe for its 
reconstruction. Andover’s constantly in- 
creasing population, together with the 
building of the mills requires additional 
water service. The purchase of the new 
unit provides for improved service. It may

and we protest rightly. Even more sternly 
should we set our faces against all that inter- 
feres with an ennobling spiritual outlook upon 
life and truth. 

Memorial Day enriches the meaning of the 
present with transfiguring light from the past. 
Just as we cherish priceless heirlooms in 
material things, so should the spirit treasure 
significant events of the past. Realizing 
their cost, we shall prize far more highly our 
present privileges. Let us prove worthy 
stewards of the priceless heritage handed 
down to us by laying up resources Of in- 
spiration for the battles of posterity, remem- 
bering that the thrilling deeds of to-day are 
the inspiring memories of to-morrow. 

To-day we honor you, the men of ’61. 

Out in New York the Niagara river flows 
onward with ever-increasing force and 
rapidity until it plunges over the chasm of 
the great Niagara Falls, It is a wonderful 
sight. It is an eloquent symbol of power. 
\s the middle of the last century drew near, 
men’s thoughts were becoming ever more 
tumultuously agitated over the question of 
slavery and the problem of preserving the 
union. No compromise would do. No half- 
way measure could avail. The Civil War 
with its awful sacrifice of property and 
precious lives was the conclusion of 
this outpouring of forceful sentiment, and 
yet across the years its force, like the force 
of Niagara, thrills us mightily. It gave 
spiritual power that is harnessed to the needs 
of today. 

We rejoice in the glorious part that 
America played in the Great War. But you 
made this possible. Unless you had fought 
to preserve the Union in ’61, we would not 
have been strong enough in 1917 to have 
thrown in the reinforcements needed to avert 
the impending collapse of civilization be- 
neath the crushing power of Germany. By 
preserving the nation from disunion and by 
saving it from being further corrupted by 
slavery, you opened the way for the increas- 
ing propserity that has come since the days 
of the Civil War. During the decades 
following that great conflict civilization has 
advanced, inventions have multiplied and 
wealth has increased until in material things 
the United States has become the greatest 
nation on the globe. God could not so have 
blessed our country had secession succeeded 
or if, while preserving the union, we had 
allowed the festering poison to remain and 
increase. Instead of one strong, united 
nation, able to pour out lavishly of men and 
resources to meet the crisis, there would have 
been, if the South had won the war, in our 
land two rival nations rich in smouldering 
embers of hatred ready to burst into a blaze 
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We could not have met the recent world 
crisis as we did, if the nation had not been 
kept a united one. Could a divided America 
have been effectual in the World War? I 
at the outbreak of the World War our 
country had been filled with slaves, they 
would have proved a hotbed for German 
propaganda, for downtrodden slaves are 
little likely to be the flaming patriots that so 
many of our negroes slivwad thenaelens to 
be on the fields of France. America could not 
have assumed the moral leadership of the 
world in the Great War unless you had 
helped to free her from the sin of slavery. A 
slave-holding nation could not have felt so 
deeply for the oppressed peoples of Europe, 
for the holding o ple in bondage tends 
inevitably to Ipaicden the hearts of their 
masters. But even if, under such circum- 
stances America had lifted her voice in 
protest against atrocities in Europe, she 
would have been told in terms of scathing 
scorn to free her own slaves. But God spoke 
through an America, you helped purge of 
that guilt and the world listened. 

For the veterans of the Civil War we 
have the warmest love. We honor you. 
You have enriched our nation with a store 
of golden memories. You have left us a 
country more gloriously worth fighting for.

Music was furnished by the school children, 
in charge of Miss Clara A. Putnam and by 
the Phillips Academy Glee club. 

Rev. William G. Poor of Upton was the 
orator of the day. He delivered a stirring 
patriotic address choosing as his subject, 
‘An Andover Boy’s Heart at Salute.” 

“We are not gathered to glorify war, but 
to protest against it. Sacrifice for the sake 
of the best has been the privilege of civilized 
nations since the time of Christ,” said Mr. 
Poor. 

He described his own sensations as he saw 
the troops march off to the Civil war, re- 
minding him of the Bible verse, “Thou hast 
made him a little lower than the angels, and 
crowned him withglory and honor.”” Numer- 
ous anecdotes of the war of the rebellion 
Were well told, illustrating the fine spirit of the 
men of that period, He paid tribute not 
only to the men, but also to the women 
believing that in every New England village 
may be found women as pure in heart as 
Joan of Arc. 

Andover has always done her share when 
the call has come for men to do battle for the 
right, and in every war from the Revolution 
to the present day has sent out more than 
her quota. Mr. Poor reminded his hearers 
that in times of peace there were also op- 
portunities to uphold noble ideals and to 
stand for the enforcement of law, preserving 
our integrity as a great Commonwealth, 
citing in this connection the stand taken by 
Governor Cox to support the Volstead act.

A Letter from France 


Dear Townsman: 

Marseilles drew settlers from ancient 
Greece, was later a flourishing Roman city, 
and through the ages following it has known 
many masters and many changes of fortune, 
Its fine harbor has always been a cause of 
habitation and an incentive to commerce. 
In the late war it was known to hosts of 
American lads in the uniform of their far 
country. 

It is a strange city for one so old; scarcely 
anything remains of ancient or even me- 
diaeval structures. Succeeding generations 
have torn down the labors of those who went 
before, and constantly served only their own 
nearest demands. Consequently the city is a 
record of comparatively recent inhabitants; 
and they have not been high souled, or artis- 
tic, or unselfishly public spirited. The 
harbors are fine and scientifically equipped 
with docks, storehouses, great cranes, and 
all the apparatus of well-organized commerce 
by the sea. Wine, olives, oil, nuts, cheese 
and figs fill t warehouses and cover the 
wharves, waiting to be swung aboard the 
ship that calls. From other freighters the 
Prodane of the world is pogred into the lap of 

rance as she sits here by the sea. 

_ Great liners sweep out by the harbor 
lights and, spurning the waters, turn their 
expectant prows to India or Australia, to 
South America or New York, to Alexandria 
or to Gibralta. It is a busy port. 

The city in itself is sordid of aspect and 
the masses of inhabitants are not comely or 
neat. A few streets offer excellent sho 
with goods at reasonable prices, but the 
greater part of the city looks unkempt and 
faded and slack, It is not a pretty place, 
even though it has a street or two with a 
soriiaie shaded by trees for a couple of 

undred yards. e tourist may very well 
comfort himself if he cannot see Marseilles; 
he would not abide in it for “dear pleasure’s 
sake.” The cathedral, the one effort of 
pretentions architecture of modern days, is 
strangely set close by the docks out of any 
conceivable coordination with the center of 
population or residential districts. The 
exterior is uninteresting but the interior has 
a certain dignity of Byzantine spaciousness. 
The painters’ vagaries have done all they 
could to belittle the swing of great vaultings 
and massive columns, but cannot quite 
destroy the noble effect of the great nave. 

We hastened on to Avignon through the 
flat lands of vineyards and olives, not 
tarrying for Arles and Nimes which we have 
seen. Avignon, “put on the map” by the 
residence of the Popes from 1309 to 1377 isa 
charming old walled town, with the huge 
fortress. palace of the Popes set on a com- 
manding hill in its center. The Rhone 
flows majestically by the town and is 
spanned by several bridges, of which the 
most famous is partially destroyed. We 
drove entirely around the attractive battle- 
mented walls which are broken here and 
there by thirty or more towers. 

The enormous whitestone fortress of the 
Popes is very impressive with its many 
towers, battlements, galleries, gates and 
terrible walls. Built when the Popes were 
afraid, it has no ecclesiastical aspect on the 
exterior; it is a defensive stronghold, a place 
of retreat, a frowning threat to foes. We 
wandered, led by an intelligent guide, for 
two hours through the endless halls, chapels, 
rooms, dungeons and galleries of the great 
empty palace. The furniture long ago dis- 
appeared, and only recently has an effort 
been started to convert the labyrinthine 
structure into a museum. Sometime it may 
have its vacancy relieved by collections of 
appropriate equipment. Now it is painfully 
white and bare. 

The great chapel of the Pope, in the 
interior is a splendid piece of finely pro- 
portioned Gothic, with ribbed vaulting and 
delicate detail. Once it was covered with 
wall frescoes, but only traces remain, re- 
covered from the later coating of whitewash 
which was put on when the palace was used 
as a barrack for soldiers in the time of the 
French Revolution. I looked at the frescoes 
and concluded that the whitewash wasn’t 
half bad after all. 

The Hotel d’ Europe was functioning 
about the 16th century and still offers cheer 
and comfort to the traveller. Its quaint old 
court, with vines and trees and a fountain, is 
entrancing, and the “loungé”’ by the office 
is a bit ofoldinn winsomeness that makes one 
sit down and await an act out of Dumas. I 
wanted to see D’Artagnan flourish in, and 
I’m sufe I saw huge Porthos swinging a 
trunk up the stony stairway. 

The country grows more lovely and more 
fertile in aspect as we come north to Gren- 
oble. Mountains appear, and we enter a 
wide valley shut in by snow-clad peaks as we 
draw near the university city. Again a 
quiet, seductive hotel, the “Grand,” with an 
inner court filled with great trees and 
adorned with a fountain. As the weather 
was warm, the tables were set in an open 
porch on this “cloister,” and dining was a 
charming function in the open air. 

Grenoble is a sober, clean self-respecting 
town, with prosperous, intelligent, kindly 
inhabitants. I was pleased to observe the 
young soldiers of the garrison. They were 
tall, sturdy, clean-limbed, clear skinned, 
fine looking chaps, like the thousands of 
their older brothers who did not “let them 
pass” at Verdun. 

We took the ride to the Grand Chartreuse 
Monastery and have had no grander ex- 
perience than that of the wonderful gorge by 
which the old retreat of the monks is reached. 
A deep canyon, miles long, with mountain 
walls of gray rock rising precipitously on 
either hand to the heavens, At the bottom 
boils and seethes and hurtles on toward the 
sea a great stream fed from the melting 
snows of the peaks. Our road was cut out of 
the rocky walls, in many places three hun- 
dred feet above the stream, in many places 
running through a rocky tunnel, or skirting 
the dizzy edge of nothing. Spruce and other 
trees cover the rocky walls as far as the 
dare to venture into the realm of snows. It 
is a wonderland of startling beauty and 
grandeur and awesomeness. 

The old monastic buildings are extra- 
ordinarily interesting architecturally and 
historically. I was astonished at the mul- 
tiplicity of the structures enclosed within 
the picturesque walls. The French govern- 
ment drove the monks out and now the place 
is a state museum. The Monks went to 
Lucca in Italy, and the manufacture of the 
famous liqueur “The Grand Chartrense” 
was set up in Spain. The books from the 
library are at Grenoble.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS

Article 1.— To see if the town will vote to 
appropriate the sum of Two hundred thirty thous- 
and ($230,000.) dollars for the purpose of building a 
new school building in that part of Andover known 
as Shawsheen Village and of purchasing furnish- 
ings and original equipment therefor, and for the 
purpose of raising all or a portion of said sum will 
authorize the Town Treasurer with the approval 
of the Selectmen to prepare, issue and sell under 
authority of Chapter 272, Massachusetts Acts of 
1923, bonds or notes outside the debt limit but 
otherwise subject to Chapter 44 of the General 
Laws, or take any action in relation thereto, on 
petition of the School Committee. 

Article 2. — To see if the Town will appoint and 
authorize a Committee to procure plans and 
specifications, obtain bids, let contracts, and 
approve bills for building, purchasing the furnish- 
ings, and equipping the new schoolhouse mentioned 
in Article One, on petition of the School Cor- 
mittee. 

Article 3.— To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to take in fee by eminent 
domain for school prposes, and award damage 
therefor, the land situated on Magnolia Avenue in 
Andover, and teing lot numbered six (6) as shown 
on plan of land known as ‘Oakhurst Knolls,” 
recorded in Essex North District Registry of 
Deeds, book 238, page 600, said lot being bounded 
Northerly by lot numbered 7, as shown on said 
plan, 80 feet; Easterly by Magnolia Avenue, as 
shown on said plan, 50 feet; Southerly by lot 
numbered 5, as shown on said plan, 80 feet; Westerly 
50 feet as shown on said plan.

Now, it is the same in life. Those who 
have a historical sense such as is given by 
te ——______— Ee spaces in the town or village, it seems 


man has tilled,.and plowed, and harrowed, 
and sowed, and reaped for so many, many 
years, is it stretching the imagination much 
to believe that still his spirit loves those 
fields, that still there is a connection there 
between the man and those objects that 
have become so real: to his life, — the boys 
who died far off in strange places serving 
their country, fighting for their ideals. 


Sometimes passing a stiff, new factory 
built on what has long been one_of the 


times you have spoken to your friends 
about your camp in Maine, of the wonderful : that grew at the edge of the cellar, and 


as though translucently through the brick and 
mortar of the factory, you can still see the 
boys playing who played there for so many 
years, and by the old swimming hole at the 
river or the pond there are still those boys 
who loved to congregate there, and there, as 
Kipling says, if you but listen carefully you 
will still hear the music of their laughter 
although it has faded into the air decades 
ago. 

Those may be just vague impressions. 
All of us have them at times. They are 
half poetry and they are half superstition, 
but I believe it is far more true to say that 
that dear lady’s spirit haunts that elm tree 
that she loved, or that those boys still play 
round the vacant spots that they enjoyed on 
their half holiday so long ago, than it is to 
believe that spirits haunt these stiff and 
— memorials that we sometimes erect for 

em. 


And yet the best memorial of men is to be 
found in books, because in books you get the 
inner view of how these people felt and 
dreamed and loved. There is not an old 
house in Andover but has its story of joy 
and sorrow. I remember Miss Jackson, after 
I came to Andover nineteen years ago, telling 
me her memories of the houses of West 
Parish. There was hardly one that had not 
some kernel of an admirable short story in 
its history, some touch of tragedy, some 
comedy, something human that touched it. 
and yet you and I who know nothing of it 
could go and walk around those houses with- 
out perceiving it. You have often heard a 
person talking who has lived in the Parish 
for many years, and he talks of the Johnson 
place or the Harrison place, and it is all 
Greek to you. He is talking of the people 
who built those houses years and years ago. 
And so you and I can walk around those 
places and it is all unknown to us. We just 
sense it in a half poetical, half superstitious 
way, that probably this old house has seen a 
lot of human life but we do not know it. I 
could bring you to a home where I happened 
to be as a boy, bring you to the back yard, 
and you might pass the remains of the old 
picket fence there, but you would not know 
anything about the competitions, the 
excitements, the tremendous and wonderful 
afternoons that were spent by five children in 
trying day after day and week after week to 
excel each other in walking along the top of 
that picket fence without catastrophe. You 
might see the remnants of five respberry 
bushes growing beside the picket fence, but 
you would pass without seeing or knowing 
that there it was that one boy committed his 
first crime, for each raspberry bush belonged 
to a special child, and he, in going out, found 
that none of the raspberries on his bush were 
ripe, and he stole one from his sister’s bush. 
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stones is because every dead man has got a 
vote. He has a vote in our institutions; he 
has a vote in our language; he has a vote in 
our conventions; he has a vote in our laws. 
The dead vote every time we act in accord- 
ance with custom. But a more fitting 
thought than that is the inscription over the 
library in Padua, which is this, “Here the 
Dead Open the Eyes of the Living.” 

And yet, to my mind, one of the saddest 
things about our life is the fact there is a 
great gulf fixed between the ordinary man 
and woman and a book. It is an enormously 
difficult thing for the ordinary man and 
woman to get into a real book and enjoy and 
appreciate it. Now, by books I do not refer 
to a great many things that are made of 
print and paper which are nothing but the 
meanderings of minds who say the ordinary 
things in the ordinary way that everybody 
says, but by books I mean the original ex- 
pression of a real mind as it is given to us in 
paper and print. Phillips Brooks years ago 
spoke about the principle of the crust. He 
said that every good thing in life has a 
crust on it that has to be broken through if 

u are going to get at the real meat and 
interest and beauty of the subject which you 
attack. 

I have a favorite room in the National 
Gallery in London of which I am very fond. 
I have spent a good many hours in that 
particular room because it meets my fancy in 
a very intimate way. A few months ago I 
was spending some time among the familiar 
pictures and I saw a man whom I knew, wan- 
dering around in that gallery in the most 
bored looking attitude possible to conceive. 
I knew him rather well, and after a while I 
went up to him and said, “ You are not en- 
joying yourself very much?” He said, 
“No; I am just here with a party. This is 
not very much in my line.” I said to him, 
“You would not consider me conceited if I 
would bring you round and tell you just why 
I like some of the pictures?” “No,” he says, 
“T would be glad to know what the idea is.”” 
I brought him up to a picture by Velasquez, 
called Admiral Pareja. I said, ‘What I like 
about that picture is that it seems to me to 
be for all time the ideal way in which a man 
should stand.” He looked at me. Then I 
brought him to a Romney on the other side. 
I said, ‘Do not mind the face of the mother 
or the older girl, but look at that little 
three-year-old child asleep. Isn’t that the 
most perfect example of the innocence and 
charm of a child’s face that you ever saw?” 
I went round the room, and I had the 
pleasure of seeing him buy down below a 
copy of Admiral Pareja to take home with 
him. All that was needed was to tell him 
whether it was the frames, or the walls, or the 
glass that it was there for. 

Now, I find something the same through 
books. There are thousands of people in the 
country who would simply love Plutarch if 
there was somebody to tell them what the 
fine thing about Plutarch is. 

There is a whole society running through 
the world, of people who love Montaigne, 
one of the most exclusive secret societies in 
the world, and many people ought to be 
members of it who go through the world 
without anybody being able to take them and 
show them why they like Montaigne. What 
we need is to put out through the Victor 
Company or in some such way, records 
telling people what the idea of a book is and 
what the: charm of a particular book might 
be. What we need in libraries is to go 
on in the way that we have so well started 
and to have lectures there by ordinary men 
and women, not by great professors or 
literary critics, but by ordinary men and 
women, on “Books I Like and Why I Like 
Them.” Once you hear a person tell you 
about a book he likes and give you some 
general idea of what there is to look for in it, 
what a difference there is! You notice if your 
attention is called to Kamchatka that ‘hnext 
week you will see Kamchatka mentioned in 
three or four places in your experience. 

It is the same with a book. If somebody 
has told you beforehand to look out in 
Dickens for the man with the cloth boots 
and notice the story that he tells, the story of 
that great incident that happened to the 
noted character, in the course of which it 
develops that he has entirely forgotten the 
condition under which the story is related, 
he has entirely forgotten the character about 
whichit is related, and he has entirely forgott- 
tenthe story. Once that ispointed out to you 
beforehand you meet it with the joy of recog- 
nition in the book, and it means more to you. 

Here were people going last week, hosts of 
people, to see the Moscow Players in Boston, 
and those who were less sincere than others, 
expressed themselves as having a wonderful 
time. Most of us, if the truth were told, only 
got a hint here and there of what the whole 
thing was about. But it was fashionable to 
say you were greatly impressed by it. It if 
were possible at the beginning of the play 
for somebody who did know what was the 
wonderful thing about it, to get up before 
the audience and tell them, most of us 
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ordinary folk would have gotten more out of 
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a OMEONE HAS SAID THAT ‘IF’ is the biggest little 
word in the language. Jf a very close friend of mine 
had used his head on a certain day, he wouldn’t have 

knocked a school boy down and come within an ace of 
crippling him for life. 

“It was queer, that day, about Jerry. Usually, a good, cool, 
level-headed driver. But, somehow, his attention must

Buried Shells Continue to Do Deadly 
Work in France—Tragedy in 
Parisian Hotel. 

Shells buried in northern France 
during the war continue to explode oc- 
casionally when struck by peasants’ 
plows, adding to the war casualties 
four years after the cessation of hos- 
tilities. The question is often asked 
whether an unexploded shell ever be 
comes harmless. Some experts say 
never, unless exposed to the air, while 
others contend that live shells become 
“duds” after many years. 

The theory of the latter group is 
hardly borne out by an Inefdent whieh 
recently occurrea in a Paris hotel. A 
projectile of the time of Napoleon IIT 
had long been used by the hotel em- 
ployees as a pestle, and had several 
times been fitted with new han Iles to 
replace those pounded off. Recently 
it was left in close proximity to the 
hotel furnace, with the result that 
the hotel engineer has gone into the 
class of casualties of the war of 1370, 
and the hotel is undergoing import."

Sources of Water Supply Constructed 
Centuries Ago Employed by Peo- 
ple of the Holy Land.

“Rat Tail” Cigars’ Days Numbered.

NEW GOLF COURSE BEGUN 


Plans for Eighteen-Hole Course at Shaw- 
sheen Provide for Unusual Features. 
No Blind Holes. 


Plans submitted by W. H. Follet of Bos- 
ton, have been selected for the 18-hole golf 
course to be laid out in Shawsheen Village. 

There is a matter of 270 feet difference in 
elevation between the highest and lowest 
point on the proposed course. The holes will 
measure 6431 yards, with the triple idea of 
tees so that the course can be extended to 
6700 yards or thereabouts, if desirable, with 
forward tees to give the shorter side. 

The plans provide a rather unusual fea- 
ture in the shape of one big tee, with a 
curving front, for the drives to the first and 
tenth holes, flanked by the ninth and 
eighteenth greens, all adjacent to and in full 
view of the clubhouse. 

Work has been started on plowing the 
fairways and in clearing. It is hoped to seed 
the greens and most of the fairway by fall. 

Mr. Follett has planned for four short 
holes varying from 140 to 225 yards, of which 
the 225-yard will be one of the most char- 
acteristic of the course. It runs diagonally 
across a ravine at the bottom of which runs a 
brook. To drive straight for the green, as the 
crow flies, means all carry. A slice will head 
for the ravine, on the right, and the green 
also falls away on the lower side. A high, 
slightly pulled shot, will be the best method 
of landing and staying on the green. 

There will be one long hole, 580 yards, 
seven others of 400 yards or more, while the 
first will be 450 followed by a short 160. 
There will not be a blind hole in the course. 

The distances: 

Out—450, 160, 303, 463, 580, 195, 330, 
514. Total: 3276. 

In—400, 230, 430, 306, 146, 333, 480, 450, 
380. Total: 3155. 

Total 18 holes, 6431 yards.

Iceland Young Folk Hold Entertain- 
ment Once a Year, and Call 
It Gamalmennasamsati. 

What a word! Translated it means 
“old = people's party’—an institu 
tion that is held once a year round 
Christmas in the little fishing town of 
Isafjord in Iceland. The party, which 
is given by a union of 90 young peo 
ple, is the one big event in the lives 
of the old people of the place. They 
begin to talk about it in March, and 
it is their chief topie of conversation 
until December. urly in the year, too, 
the 90 members of the union begin to 
make preparations, for, as there ure 
to be between 800 and 400 old people, 
much preliminary work is necessary. 
For example, the young men and wom- 
en must see that good “party” clothes 
are provided for all the old people 
who need them; it would not do for 
them to go in shabby clothes. The 
party must have an air of prosperity 
as well as good cheer. 

The festival starts at five o'clock 
in the evening wnd does not close un- 
til on the following morning. First 
there is a big tea. Then when all ure 
satisfied and things have been cleared 
away comes a play, which the old peo- 
ple dearly love; then there is a con- 
cert, during which all the old Icelandic 
and Danish songs are sung. After the 
concert the young men and women 
play games with the old people, and 
then wind up with all the old-fashioned 
dances. And they must see that each 
old person has at least one dance with 
some member of the union. 

During the war the old people would 
often ask anxiously: “Will there be 
a party this year?” For they realized 
that it was almost impossible to get 
fruit of any kind or the sugar with 
which to make the great variety of 
little cakes of which the old people 
are so fond. “Oh, yes,” was the cus- 
tomary answer, “the party will -take 
place at the usual time.” And it did, 
for the 90 young members denied them- 
selves sugar and fruit so that the old 
people would not be disappointed.— 
Youth's Companion.
